uen again(t their former cuſtomes and con- 
dirions.[tis then a matter not onely ot vrility 
and neceſlitie, but alſo of reaſon and iuſtice, 
thata King in right of bloud holding two 
kingdomes or States, do vniteand contract 
them into one name and nature, ſpecially 
kingdomes of one continent, and which in 
auncient times were but one, till ambition 
and contention deuided them.And this may 
ſtand foranſwerto the Obie&ors firſtmaine 
head of matter of eſtate inward.

King of al BrirzinkDilke of G \koiile ,Guien 
and Normandie,whoſe ſonne king john had 
alio in his coine ſtamped, as1sto be ſhewed, 
lehannes Rex Britonum, And before the con. 
queſt ofthe Saxons, it is certaine that the 
whole le was called by the name of Britain. 
But Saxons entring at difaduantage of that 
mightic nation, conſumed by death and fa. 
mine, conquering the remnant of people of 
famous Britaine, enforced them to diſtin. 
guith and Moulds themſelues by flying into 
mountaines and fortified places. And after- 
ward king Egbert, viterly to roote out the 
membiance of great Brittaine, commaun- 
dedthatthe Land ſhould be called no more 
by thatname, but England, and the people, 
Engliſhmen. Bur Egbertis dead, his power 
weake, nay none at all: let none therefore 
fearetoreſtore his countrie to his old name, 
and auncienthonor: for Egbert Lay is dead, 
andkinglamts fucti,s vinat & vincat Rex Ia- 
CODus. 


This] ſay and enforce againe, is a matter 


alſo 


alſo reaſonable,iuſt,vtile,and neceſlarie, ſee- 
ing the Soucraigne bringeth in no innouati- 
on of a new.name, but reſtitution ofthe old, 
no diflolution, bur fortification, w hereto 
know none will ſubſcribe, which either enuy 
the Kings greatneſle , or kingdomes bappt- 
neſle. 

Butletnone maruell , why it hath not this 
long time bene JN into his former 
name: for the diuerſitie of kingdomes,being 
made diuers by warre and conqueſt, and ha- 
uing heretofore diuers kings, could not in 
rea{on or juſtice indure it, nor ynder any co- 
lourof ytlitie, or neceſiic vndergo, or con- 
cludeit. 

Burnow ſecing our ſoueraigne Lord ths 
king, being righttully deſcended of all thoſe 
kings and princes,which heretofore raigned 
and ruled in England, Scotland, or VVales, 
ashe only hath power to reſtore-all inroone 
to former title and dignitic, ſoletnone think 
rh1s his princely and uſt pleaſure, anew ere- 
ion, butreſtitution of old, where itis more 


reaſonable and buſt, to extinguiſh the name 
iefſerdotiibizlnce! then the name which 
| hadcontinued& bene tamousby the ſpace 
of 1137. yeares before Chriſt, and 588. af- 
terhisincarnation, which whole computa- 
tion cometh to 1825.yeares.And where it is 
moſt honorable by | uſt deſcent in right of 
bloud, not onely to change, but to aboliſh. 
the name impoſed by a Conqueror to = : 
Hdiſhonor ofa Nation: and where,for ou 
 Tvnderſtand, the matter is not 6 FE | 
'norofthat inconuenience and danger, but 
may with much eaſcand ſafeticbedone with 
ſalnoiure, or other reſcruation and explana. 
tion,as thewiſeand learned inthe lawes can

But for example, I bring the vniting of 
Dane-Lex, and Mctcia-lex, by Edward the 
Confeſlor,which was nor preiudicial toany, 
that euer I could reade, but profitable and 
necdfull to all,in the aboliſhing of diuers old 
lawes, and ordaining divers new, and ma-

Laſtly,the exception taken againſt Vnion 
becauſe of the kings oath at his Coronation, 
which isneueriterated, is grounded on the 
ſelfe ſame reaſon: as if it were alſo alleaged, 
that becauſe his Maieſtie ſwearethto maine- 
taine auncientand-fundamentall lawes,ther- 
fore vpon circumſtance oftime and occaſion
